witnesses, compel sworn 
testimony, and order searches 
into private homes. 
* Lamoureux noted that the 
civil servant carrying out the in- 
quiry has the immunities of a 
commissioner appointed under 
the Act Respecting Public In- 
quiry Commisions. 

She considers these powers 
‘‘exorbitant”’ given the fact that 
Deputy Minister of Labour 
Robert Dean, who presented the 
bill to the National Assembly

Another bone of contention

Lamoureux said this lack of 
confidentiality -constitutes .a 
violation of Section Five of 
Quebec’s Human Rights 
Charter ( the right to respect for 
one’s private life ).

The confrontation in the 
House has put Axworthy on the 
defensive, said Heap.

Regalado, while in Canada, 
participated in actions contrary 
to the laws of Canada which 
could result in danger to Cana- 
dian and the national interest.”’ 

Much of the release deals 
with the Canadian position on 
El Salvador. Axworthy claims 
that Canada with ‘‘its 
humanitarian assistance’ has 
already demonstrated its con- 
cern with the situation in Latin 
America. And although 
Regalado” has already been 
granted convention refugee 
status, Joe Stern, Axworthy’s 
Senior.

Committees will be establishing priorities, allocating 
resources and looking to improve programs, all based on relative 
merit. There have been suggestions to cut away the ‘‘lesser’’ depart- 
ments in order to maintain the ‘‘international reputation’ of, 
faculties such as medicine. Are you listening Religious Studies? 

Principal David Johnston, whose leadership has been con- 
spicuous in its void, is fairly hooked on his own P.R.; McGill’s 
reputation and pseudo-Ivy League status gets considerable airplay. 
Yet,where is a philosophy on how and where cuts should be made, 
a philosophy of the university’s place in society? 

The answer has a corporate face and wears ‘a pinstripe suit. 
Listen to engineering and management students — they’ve got the 
corporate message. Don’t feed us any of that ‘‘question society’s 
values’? mumbojumbo, they say. We want to know how to play the 
game, how to get through GF’s, IOC’s or Noranda’s front door. 
Those corporations needs. | |

The corporate mentality and the inculcation of corporate values 
is what guide many of the decisions university administrators make 
regarding cutbacks. With this in mind, the notion of the relative 
merit of one department versus another gains some colour. 

The attitude of the Board of Governors and some administrators 
and faculty members is that the university’s place in society is to fill 
corporate society’s needs. The arts faculty doesn’t fill many needs 


out there. In this corporate world it is the closest thing we know to. 


*‘irrelevant.”’ ; 

But since when is ‘‘relevance’’ the university’s primary raison 
d’@tre? Lost in a scramble for corporate donations is the idea that 
the university is a place where ‘‘the intellect may safely range and 
speculate...where inquiry is pushed forward...by the collision of 
mind with mind and knowledge with knowledge (John Henry. Car- 
dinal Newman).”’ 

Notions of the need-for academics to be relevant to the corporate 

| society are not consonant with traditional notions of the 
university’s role in society. And the university’s traditional role 
isn’t consonant with the hypnotic tune played by corporate wealth 
in the Year of the Cutback. 

Inevitably, with perfectly sound corporate sense, this is what a 
university does when it falls on hard times: it divests itself of its los- 
ing concerns. We can call it the cutbacks neutron bomb — it 
eliminates all the students in the irrelevant departments but leaves 
the buildings standing. Can you hear the dirge, art history? 

All we can hear is the portentous silence. The McGill administra- 
tion continues to make its decisions behind closed doors. As goes 
the myth of corporate social responsibility, so go the myths of col- 
légiality and academia as a haven for intellectual discourse. 

Corporations just don’t buy that.

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‘The rise and fall O if West German liberties

Ten years ago in 1972 the federal and 
state governments of West Germany 


issued an administrative edict entitled | 


the Radikalenerlass (Radical Decree). 
This was an attempt by the authorities to 
keep ‘‘radicals’’ out of the public ser- 
vice. It was realized after the events of 
1968, that many of the participants in 
the demonstrations and the student 


movement would seek employment in | 


[the public sector during the 70s. The 
authorities were alarmed by the 
students’ and the left’s threat to bring 
about change from within the system 
through the Lange Marsch durch die In- 
stitutionen (long march through the in-’ 
stitutions),. At a 1972 meeting of the 
Heads of the individual West German 
states a set of principles were agreed 
upon to defend the constitution. It is this 
agreement that established the practice 
of Berufsverbot (employment ban) as-a 


disciplinary measure ‘to pis the 


public sector.

“|: The agreement stated that all workers 
| in the civil service were ‘‘obliged to pro-

These constitutional guarantees are 
denied to the 3,5 million, Germans 
employed in the public sector — 15 per 
cent of the work force. The public sector 
covers a wide range of occupations, 
which include all federal, state and 
municipal employees, teachers, pro- 
fessors, judges, ‘postmen, railway 
workers, hospital workers, park and 
swimming pool attendants. About 40 
per cent of these public service 
employees are Beamten (permanent civil 
servants) who are tenured for life. The 


permanent public service is a specifically 


‘German characteristic — allowing the

state machinery to continue functioning 
when political governments change. : 


‘There is a long-standing tradition in 
West Germany concerning employees. 
The constitution requires that ‘‘the 
public service be regulated with due 
regard to the traditional principles of the 
professional civil service.” Of utmost 
importance to a government employee is 
the obligation to obey-the law. 


When an applicant applies for a job 
in any area of state employment, -the 
domestic intelligence service (Ver- 
fassungsschutz — literally, the protec- 
tors of the constitution) check computer 
records if they exist or open a new file on 
the applicant if they do not.

1972 edict the Verfassungsschutz was 
given carte-blanche -to run : security 
clearances and gather information on all 
prospective employees. 


Between 1973 and 1975 the Ver- 
fassungsschutz is estimated to have 
made 1.5 million investigations resulting 
in the refusal of 3000 applicants. 
Though this a small number, more im- 
portant is that 1.5 million files’ were 
made active to ensure loyalty to the state 
‘and its constitution. Current estimates 
place- the figure at 2.5 million files and 
6000 job bans. If there is doubt about 
the applicant's loyalty a hearing can be 
held to investigate. At these hearings the 
Verfassungsschutz provide evidence of

The application of Berufsverbot is 
both arbitrary and random. Usually 
defended on the grounds that the 
Radikalenerlass was issued to fight ter- 
rorism and extremists of the right and 
the left, the practice is applied more 
often against legally constituted groups 
of the left. Not only have members of 
the German Communist Party (DKP) 
been affected, but also Social 
Democratic Party (SPD) members and 


‘| supporters of the Peace Movement. The 


ease with which the Radikalenerlass was 
adopted and used reveals the hostility 
towards any leftist political effort in 
West Germany. - . 

Guidelines on the implementation of 
the edict were issued in 1975 by the Con- 
stitutional Court in an attempt to resolve 
the ambiguity in the constitution. The 
court made it clear that the concept of 


loyalty is above all required by public |-~ 


sector employees.

a reflection of the thinking upon which 
it is based. 

1. The Verfassungsschutz operates on 
a large scale gathering information on 
political activity by German citizens: i.e. 
membership in legal groups and parties, 
signing petitions, attending public 
meetings, distributing pamphlets, par- 


| ticipating in demonstrations, making 


speeches and publishing. 

2. Legal political parties and groups 
who are critical of any government 
policy can be considered ‘‘hostile to the 
constitution’’ by the authorities. Not on- 
ly membership in such organisations, 
but any kind of association with-such 
parties, their members or sympathizers, 
may be enough to create doubts as to a 
person’s loyalty. 








Even members of the Social 
Democrats have been affected by 
the Radikalenerlass. 








3. Loyalty hearings are held behind 
closed doors where persons are sum- 
moned to be questioned about their 
political opinions. Refusal to attend or 
to answer questions is an admission of 
guilt, The process has been described as 
a nightmare from which there is no 
honest escape. 


4. A dangerous aspect has arisen con- 
cerning guilt: in some cases persons have 
been found loyal, but because of their 
associations it has been judged that they. 
might become ‘‘disloyal’’ in the future. 


One of the most recent cases of 
Berufsverbot occurred last October 
when a West German court found Hans 
Peter, a post office clerk for 22 years, 
‘‘hostile to the constitution’? because of 
his active membership in the legal Ger- 
man Communist Party. The court decid- 
ed that Peter; a Beamte, could be fired 
by the Post Office. This decision 
enlarges the scope of Berufsverbot to in- 
clude those already working in the 
public sector instead of just those apply- 
ing for a position. The reaction of a 
French journalist present at the court’s 
decision was-one of disbelief, especially 
since communists can become govern- 
ment ministers in France, while in Ger- 
many minor government employees 
belonging to the communist party are 
removed from their positions.
